"I think" that Christians the whole 
world over arc concerned about the 
cause of the Church in Germany," was 
the opening remark of Prhicc Iioew- 
ensteln, ardent Cathollcist and direct 
descendant of . twelve RomMiî|^per- 
ors, when he addressed t^Sf^m^ 
Forum at the Church of the Mj 
yesterday afternoon. ^■ 

Speaking in br^m 
Loewenstcin vividh^ 
of Catholicism 'andl^lfNatlonalism in 
Germany, at the present day. National 
Socialists speak of Positive Chris- 
tianity and blame the Roman Catho- 
lics for teaching only Negative 
Christianity. Leaders of the Socialists 
bdieve the Pope . is, "the heir of an 
Insane Asiatic cult." positive ClirU-' 
tlanlty is based entirely. on blood and 
race. The Catholic Church considers 
church and state as two different 
communities. In Germany there are. 
2d,00p;op0 Catholics and 40,000,000 
Protestants. Catholic Youth Move- 
ments are under strict regulation, 
members not being allowed to wear 
uniforms or badges or to be in the 
least active. The State wants all 
youths to be Young Hitlerites, to the 
tune of "Hoist the flag of paganism."

Ihe Ger- 
man leaders, however, have tried to 
drive put Christ, bringing in all sorts 
of Substitutes.

"Is there any hope tiiat National 
Socialism : will ,< become moderated?" 
asked the speaker. "Not hi the least," 
was his emphatic reply. "The Nazis 
know that when they faIi|tli!^|wUI 
fall forever. -They have io siippress 
all sources of liberty of thought, relig- 
ious and cultural, feeling." Thus the 
medieval tènn of "Might is right" has 
become a byword In modem Germany. 
But the belief exists that Christianity 
will Inevitably triumph.

British Act pf 1911 to Serve 
as Model 

Premier Bennett's recently an- 
nounced project for social iiuuranee 
against unemployment, formed the 
subject of a talk given by Albert 
Moellman, former.editor.of the "Alarm 
Clock," before the Lainur Cluli oîi 
Friday evening... , , 
^Designed with a view to meet, parti- 
ally at least, today's difflcult economlc 
isituatlon, especiaùy as it affects the 
workers, it follows broadly along the 
lines of the Act passed In Britain in 
1911. There are .differences, howevei;; 
for, while in Britain unemployment 
Insurance has been separated' from 
unemployment' relief, the Canadian 
bùl will deal with unemployment In- 
surance, exclusively. 

Explains, Payments [ 
"There are definite payments which 
the . worker has to make, in return for^ 
which he obtains certain benéflB^ 
definitely limited. To be eligible, a 
workér has to be over sixteen years of 
age. Contributions will be as follows; 
the etiiployee to pay .Wo-fiftbs, the 
employer the same, aiid-the govern- 
ment one-fifth of the former two 
totals- 
Benefits are payable only if pay- 
ments have been, made for at least 
forty weeks within ,a two-year period. 
Once tills' condition has been met, tiic 
out-of-work employee is paid by the 
government as follows;, hé receives 
payment for 78 days, and one day for 
every . week over the minlmmri 40 
weeks previously mentioned.
